Mo wonder, there fore, that per- 
tons thua backed up by the Hun- 
vgvoa - GmvaiL, who declared he 
would atake hit reputation that LirieH- 
ii* hot's high land between Mount Vic- 
toria and the Gulf waa a geographical 
blunder, and that Ibc Victoria could not 
take any other coartaj, iliould think all 
others wrong. Eat it is hoped Mr. Kaw- 
Nuni's exploration will show (hem the 
nectisity of being more moderate for the 
future. 

We art informed, that he did not rind
